Sham Hays and His Bull Race. 

Some forty years ago the managers of 
a race course near Brownsville, on the 
Monongahela, published a notice of a 
race, one mile heats, on a particular day, 
for a purse of $100, free for anything 
with four legs and hair on. A man in 
the neighborhood, named Hays, had a 
bull that he was in tho habit of riding to 
the mill with his bag of corn, and he de¬ 
termined to enter him for the race. He 
said nothing about it to any one ; but he 
rode him around the track a number of 
times on several bright nights, until the 
bull had the hang of the ground pretty 
well, and would keep the right course. 
He rode him with spurs, which the bull 
considered particularly disagreeable ; so 
much so that he always bellowed when 
they were applied on his sides. On tho 
morning of the race, Hays came upon 
the ground “on horseback” on lxis bull. 
Instead of a saddle he had a dried ox 
hide, the head part of which, with the 
horns still on, he had placed on the rump.

The horse 
racers wore out of humor at being both¬ 
ered with the bull and the buslesque 
which they supposed was intended, but 
though that it would be over as soon as 
the horses started. The signal was giv¬ 
en and they did start.

Among my brother subalterns in gar¬ 
rison it was our usual practice to infringe 
upon this strict letter of tho law ; and 
when the principal part of our duty had 
been accomplished we used to indulge 
ourselves by divesting our limbs of their 
armor, and seeking refreshments between 
the sheets of a little camp bed that was 
placed the inner guard-room. 

It was a port! of the duties of an offi¬ 
cer on guard to visit all tho senfcrios dur¬ 
ing the night, the time on visiting them 
being usually an hour or so after the 
field officer had visited the guard ; 
tho field officer being Colonel or Major 
who was on duty for the day, and who 
came once by day and once by night to 
see the guards and to see that all was as 
it should be.

officer had visited mo. The previous 
eveningl had been at a ballin the town, 
and in consequenco was very tired and 
sleepy, and looked with considerable 
longing to the period when I could re¬ 
fresh myself by disrobing and onjoying 
a good snooze. 

At length I heard the welcome chal¬ 
lenge, “Who comes there which was 
answered by the response, “Grand 
rounds,” and “Guard, turn out!” was a 
signal which I willingly obeyed, for I 
knew that in an hour afterward I 
should bo in tho arms of tho god of 
sleep. 

Blipping on my cloak and cap, and 
grasping my sword, I placed myself in 
front of tho guard and received the field 
officor, who briefly auk od me if everything 
was correct, directed mo to dismiss my 
guard, and rode off without saying 
“Good night,” a proceeding that I 
thoughi rather formal. 

Giving directions to the sergeant tocall 
me in an hour, for the purpose of visit¬ 
ing tho sentrioB, I threw myself into my 
arm chair and tried to read a novel,— 
The time passed off very quickly,as I had 
a nap or two, and the sergeant soon ap¬ 
peared with a lantern to conduct me round 
the sentries. 

It was a terrible pight, the wind blow¬ 
ing hard, whilo tho snow and sleet were 
driving along before it. The thermom¬ 
eter was several degrees below freezing 
and I fplt that 1 had deserved much 
from my county for performing so con¬ 
scientiously my arduous duties. The 
sentries wero very much scattered, and 
I had to walk nearly two miles to visit 
them all. I accomplished my task,how¬ 
ever, and returned to the guard room, 
whore I treated myself to a stiff glass of 
grog, and throwing off my regimentals I 
jumped into bed, feeling that I really de¬ 
served the luxury. 

In a few moments I was fast asleep, 
not even dreaming of any of my fair part¬ 
ners of the ball but sound asleep. Sud-

THE EVENTS OP THE WEEK, 

Have been important in a commercial 
sense, and great changes have taken place 
in financial and business circles. The 
failure of the extensive house of the 
Spragues, at Providence, and the re-ad¬ 
justment of their business, so as to pre¬ 
vent bankruptcy, at present, has prevent¬ 
ed other failures. The embarrassment of 
the great dry goods house of Clafiin & 
Go., which convulses the entire trade of 
this city, is happily arranged, so that 
their mammoth business goes along as 
usual. A feature of their soundness is 
discemable in their advertisement this 
morning, offering their entire stock, 
(worth over six millions of dollars,) at 
lower jobbing rates, than have yet been 
reached in the trade. Their idea is that 
they can replace their stock at less rates, 
and they feel willing to share their ad¬ 
vantages with their customers, 
may they flourish. j 

TITE FINANCIAL OUTLOOK 
Is improving—the Banks having gained 
largely in deposits, and the conservative 
of them have extended aid to merchants 
and business houses to the extent of their 
requirements. The kite flyers, of Wall 
street are of course subjected to rigid 
treatment by the hanks and many lenders, 
and are therefore powerless to do any 
more harm. The constant current of 
gold to this country from England, in 
paymentof ourbreadstuffs and provisions, 
has caused an advance in the rate of in¬ 
terest, to 10 per cent., by the Bank of 
England. The flow of specie this way, 
shows that we have not been overtrading 
in gew-gaws; and that our panic was 
more the result of a collapse in the bal¬ 
loon enterprises of the country, than in 
legitimate trading. And so, while busi¬ 
ness will soon recover from the “soare,” 
it may take years again to inflate fancy 
stocks, and moonshine securities. If 
capital will now adjust itself to the legit¬ 
imate enterprises of the times, we see no 
reason why our prosperity may not be 
•dwnWed in the next decade, and our peo¬ 
ple become “healthy, wealthy and wise.”

The churches could not live on nothing, 
and those who had the benefit of the goa- 
sliould help support it. 

NOW AND THEN 

In this city in 1857 there were just 
fifty-two vessels on the stocks along the 
North and East Rivers, this sido of 23d 
street. Now there are on the stocks 3 
barges, 2 propellers, 1 Bteamfeliip and 5 
tug boats, 11 vessels in all—and these, 
of a very small character—and no signs 
of life as in the olden time. Dullness is 
the rule, and activity anywhere and at 
any time the exception. And this state 
of things is apart from the panic, sinoe it 
existed before the panic commenced. Is 
it possible that in a country with the 
beat iron in the world and the best coal 
in the world, and some of tho largest 
forests in the world, from which to select 
the best ship timber in the world—and 
most of our live oak being in great de¬ 
mand abroad—that this state of things 
ought to be or ought to continue! 

THE UNEMPLOYED 

And needy people requiring aid the com- 
, ing season, it is gratifying to know, will 
be looked after by tho “Society for the 
[ Relief of thesickand destitute,” a society 
that has heretofore done excellent work 
among the destitute. In a circular just 
issued the managers say that : 1 

“Six hundred thousand people live in 
, tenement houses in New York. 10,000 of 
whom are females who earn their own 
living. The average wages of 38,000 
working women and children in the year 
1870, was #3.44 per week. It is well 
known that nearly all manufacturers 
have stoppod work, and the groat work¬ 
ing population of New York, is now 
idle.” 

An agent of this society is to be found 
in every block of the city, and individu¬ 
al efforts will also be made to help the 
deserving.

In 1821 thiicity was known as Pautuck- 
et Falls ; in 1826 it received the name 
of Lowell from one Francis Cabot Low¬ 
ell, one of the chief projectors of the in¬ 
troduction of the Power looms in 1814, 
at Waltham. He was held in great es¬ 
teem by his associates, prominent among 
whom was Mr. Nathan Appleton, through 
whose influence the name of Lowell was 
given to the city. 

The streets are very pleasant and 
handsomely laid out ; the stores on the 
principal streets are very attractive, as 
well as the schools and church buildings. 
The chief manufactures are cotton and 
woolen goods. The greater part of the 

g 'iyes dwell in the large factory 
ng houses adjacent to the huge 
bops. The majority of the em- 
are women, although the men 
form a handsome minority. 

The cotton and woolen manufactories 
represent a capital of nearly fourteen 
millions of dollars. A number of other 
industries are fostered in the pleasant 
valley of the Merrimac, noticeable 
among which is the manufacture of ma¬ 
chinery, locomotives, cutlery, dye stuffs 
and chemicals, furniture, firearms, &c. 
Under the influence of the great corpo¬ 
rations, aided in later years by healthy 
element of private industry, Lowell has 
become one of the most important man¬ 
ufacturing cities in the United States. 

This large city is also the home of Dr. 
J. C. Ayers, the pill maker of America, 
who ships his pills and almanacs direct 
from his factory in quantities of six to 
ten ten tomfper day, a branch railroad 
track being laid to his door. He em¬ 
ploys 200 men and women, and has in 
operation 12 large printing presses, driv¬ 
en by a steam engine of thirty horse 
power. For the year 1874 he is print- 
in ten hundred million almanacs in elev¬ 
en different languages and dialects, to be 
sent to all parts of the civilized world. 
He is printing twenty-one hundred 
thousand papers for our county alone. 
Surely this is one of the wonders of the 
world. 

This fair city is the home of our friend 
and patriot, General Butler, who was so 
heroio in our late war. Tho other day 
as I was passing by the general’s place 
I could not help pausing to look upon 
the elegant mansion and home of the 
honored gentleman. It is a very pleas¬ 
ant place with its beautiful lawns so 
nirflll lrt -- 1 mnU. 4 ^ pleasant walks, 
and splendid flower gardenl, and is upon 
an elevation of one hundred feet, above 
the level of the road, and directly opo- 
site Bunt’s Falls, three hundred feet 
below the road, which gives from the 
general’s mansion a view of the falls and 
the city of Lowell, as well as Lawrence 
and Andover.

of Lowell. As some of the readers of 
the Independent would perhaps like to 
to know something of the early history 
General Butler, I will give a brief sketch 
of his early life. 

General Butler was born in Deerfield, 
an agricultural town of N. H., Nov. 5th, 
1818. The father (of General Butlor, 
was John Butler, of Deerfield, N. H., 
captain of dragoons during the war of 
1812, a faithful soldier who served for a 
while under General Jackson at New 
Orleans, and there conceived such a love 
for that tough old hero as to name his 
first boy Andrew Jackson. After the 
war he engaged in the West India trade, 
and in March, 1819, Captain Butler, 
while lying at one of the West India 
Islands with his vessel, died of yellow 
fever, leaving to the care of their moth¬ 
er his two boys, Benjamin being then 
an infant five months old. A large part 
of his property he had with him at his 
death, and as little of it over found its 
way to bis widow, she was left to rear 
her boys as best she could with slender 
means of support. But it is in such 
circumstances that a New England 
mother shows the stuff she is made of. 
Capable, thrifty, diligent, devoted, Mrs. 
Butler made the most of her means and 
opportunities, and succeeded in giving to 
one of her boys a good education, and 
helped the other on his way to college, 
and to a liberal profession. In 1828, 
when Benjamin was ten years old, and 
Lowell was a thriving town of two 
thousand inhabitants, his mother re¬ 
moved thither with her boys; at the age 
of 16 it was decided that he should go to 
Waterville College. His purse was 
most slenderly, furnished; his mother 
could afford him but little help, a good 
New Hampshire uncle gave him some 
assistance now and then, and he worked 
his three hours is the manual labor de¬ 
partment, at chair making, earning wages 
ridiculously small.

The Canastota Tire. 

Capture of the Men who Burned the 
Village. 

Canastota, Nov. 8.— Last night about 
9 o clock, Melvin D. Woodford was’ dis¬ 
covered in the act of firing the Park 
Hotel, and was pursued and Bhot by 
E. H. Odell and R. Ingraham, and was 
finally arrested and taken to F. C. Fisk’s 
store, where he confessed his connection 
with the previous fires, and implicated 
Wm. Stone and a man by'the name of 
Gardner. Stone was arrested, but Gard¬ 
ner escaped. W oodford narrowly escap¬ 
ed b eing lynched, as the crowd at one 
time had a rope around his neck; but he 
was finally rescued and secreted by the 
officers. J 

This morning there is tremendous ex¬ 
citement. A gallows has been erected, 
and men with ropes are trying to get at 
the prisoners where they are lodged in j 
the leek up. A public examination is to 
be held in the railroad freight house. 

It is impossible to get a true idea of I 
the state of public feeling, owing to the 
great.excitement, but the more substan¬ 
tial citizens prefer to let the law take its 
course. 

Later disclosures show that Stone is 
the originator of a plan to burn our 
whole village, and used Woodford as a 
tool. 

At noon to day the most intense excite¬ 
ment prevailed in Canastota. People are 
arriving from Oneida „and surrounding 
towns, upon every train. 

Woodford and Stone have been under 
surveillance for some time past. They 
have long been prominent and notorious 
in Canastota society. 

William A. Stone, who is supposed to 
be the principal in this great plot, is a 
lawyer, about 38 years of age. He is of 
fine personal appearance and of more than 
ordinary ability, but of late years he has 
been loose in his habits and borne a bad 
character. 

Melvin D. Woodford, who was caught 
in the act of firing the Park House at the 
Fair ground, was one of the most promi¬ 
nent and promising young men in Madi¬ 
son county. He resides in one of the 
finest houses in Canastota, and his broth¬ 
er, James H. Woodford, for many years 
was a leading merchant in the village of 
Canastota. 

The brother was before United States 
Commissioner Dennison in Utica recently 
for bankruptcy frauds. Stone accompa¬ 
nied him to Utica and Woodford was | 
held to bail in the sum of #3,000. The 
Grand Jury of the United States Court 
at Canandaigua indicted Woodford, but 
the principal witness, King, an employe 
of Woodford, has been spirited away. 
Woodford’s failure was for #90,000, and 
several Uticans were losers by it. 

Melvin D. Woodford is a young man 
of means. Of late he has been dissipated, 
and within tho la^t twelve months he has 
led a worthless life. He has been a con¬ 
stant associate of Stone and others who 
are implicated in the late incendiarisms. 

Since suspicions led to a watch being 
kept over theso parties a Vigilance Com- 
mitee, composed of the most reliable cit¬ 
izens, has kept a close eye to their every 
movement. By diligence and shrewd¬ 
ness of action, the arrest of Woodford 
was accomplished last night. 

The vacant hotel on the Fair ground 
is located a little to the south-east of tho

was the intention of himself and 
WHTefTowviHains to attract 4h« people 
of the villago to (lie burning hotel, and 
then set fire to the village. 

Woodford and Stone’B associates were 
to be located in three or four different 
places about the village. As soon as the 
firemen and peoplo went to the hotel 
they were to apply their torches in the 
most favorable places for the total an¬ 
nihilation of the place. 

It is understood that Woodford and 
Stone made a full confession of their 
devilish plans after their arrest, but in 
the present state of intense excitement 
it is impossible to secure the complete 
details. They implicated a man named 
Gardner, who had evaded tho officers up 
to noon, and several others. They ex¬ 
plained how the fires were set, and ac¬ 
knowledged the setting of tho great fire 
which occurred on the morning of Octo¬ 
ber 27. 

When the intelligence concerning the 
arrest of Woodford ami Stone spread 
through the villago an immense crowd 
assembled in the wildest state of excite¬ 
ment. . They broke into the place where 
Woodford and Stone were confined and 
attempted to take them out of the hands 
of the officers. 

It required the greatest exertion on 
tho part of the officers to prevent the 
exasperated people from taking the law 
into their own hands. Pistols were 
freely used, and several j>ersonB were in¬ 
jured in tho melee. The prisoners were 
forced out of the rear eml of the build¬ 
ing and taken to a private house under 
a strong guard. District Attorney 
Forbes and others exerted themselves in 
every way to pacify the crowd and pre- 
servo order. 

A gallows was erected in -the street 
last night, in front of the site of the old 
Orouso block, and immediately opposite 
the house in which the prisoners were 
confined. 

Ropes dangled from the cross-beams in 
readiness for the nocks of the villians 
who have caused so much misery and 
desolation to so many people. 

Over one thousand men have thronged 
thd streets since last night, and the crowd 
has increased every hour. Men have car¬ 
ried ropes in their hands, and publicly | 
volunteered to act as hangmen for the 
criminals. 

Many citizens of cool judgement aro 
doing their best to quiet the excitement 
and will do all in their power to prevent 
unlawful proceedings, but their task is a 
difficult one. Tho prisoners’ lives are 
safe. It is expected that a military guard 
will be sent from Syracuse to protect the 
prisoners.— Utica Observer.

has held policies in two of the beat life j 
insurance companies in the United States 
for many yenrs. The companies referred i 
to being the New York Life, and the | 
Washington Life, of N. Y. The agents | 
of these companies were perfectly cog¬ 
nizant of the deafness of the applicant, 
but raised no objection whatever. The 
insurance policies upon the life of this 
member differ in no respect from other 
policies. This member has visited the 
Home offices of both Companies on busi¬ 
ness connected with these policies and 
in no instance has his deafness been re- 1 
ferred to as an objection. Besides the 
two companies above named, the Security 
Life Insurance Co., of N. Y. may be 
mentioned, it being known to us that at 
least one deaf-mute is insured in this 
Company, being advised so to do by the 
agent of the Company in Indianapolis, 
this agent being known as a man of un¬ 
questioned honor and long experience in 
life insurance, we conclude therefore that 
other conditions being satisfactory, a 
deaf-mute will not meet with particular 
difficulty in obtaining life insurance in 
the same companies and on the same 
terms as other persons. 

In this connection we may properly 
refer to “Accident Assurance” because 
the deaf and blind are expressly excepted, 
and this exclusion of the deaf has most 
likely led to the impression that Life 
Insurance Companies would not insure 
deaf-mutes. I t may be admitted that in 
theory the same principal holds in the 
two classes of Assurance, but in fact the 
difference is such that while “accident” 
companies are compelled to notice deaf¬ 
ness and blindness as a risk they are 
unwilling to take, they are comparatively 
unimportant in an ordinary life policy. 
Accident insurance is generally taken 
only to cover brief periods of what is re¬ 
garded as greatly increased risk to life or 
limb, and under circumstances that are 
notoriously perilous to the deaf and blind, 
while life insurance upon deaf-mutes in 
ordinary business does not as a general 
rule bear an appreciably greater risk. 
Notwithstanding these considerations, 
und further* notwithstanding the express 
exclusion of the deaf from “accident” 
assurance the deaf member of your Com¬ 
mittee nearly always travels under “ac¬ 
cident” tickets. No agent has ever re¬ 
fused to sell him all the “accident” he 
called for, and it is his belief that in case 
of damage the courts would make the 
company pay notwithstanding his deaf¬ 
ness. Farther, he thinks it desirable 
that others should take the same course 
so as to hare the question autboratively 
settled. 

2d. We conclude that if the plan of a 
distinctively Deaf-Mute Insurance So¬ 
ciety be not impracticable, it is certainly 
surrounded with difficulties, which, in 
the absence of any necessity, as we 
think we have satisfactorily ‘ shown, 
render it decidedly mmdvisable for the 
present, at least, to attempt its organi¬ 
zation. In the meanwhile we advise 
members of tho Association, and deaf- 
mutes everywhere, to consider the bene¬ 
fits of Life Insurance, and avail them¬ 
selves, as widely as possible, of its ad¬ 
vantages as afforded by the ordinary life 
insurance companies.

mine to the perfect satishcation ot tne 
association. A small annual contribu¬ 
tion, perhaps fixed by a certain per cent- 
age on every share, will provide for the 
renumeration of the officers of the asso¬ 
ciation. And the manner of disposing 
of the capital on the decease of the 
last member will be decided by the 
association immediately after its organi¬ 
zation. 

Theothermode is,as follows:—Policies 
of any desired amount are to be obtained 
by paying premiums either annually or 
quarterly. A premium is a sum, say for 
example, 50 dollars per annum, to be 
paid for a policy of 1,000 dollars, which 
is to be {laid to the family of the insured 
person after his or her decease. Pre¬ 
miums vary in amount according to the 
ages and conditions of health of the in¬ 
sured. The payment of the premium on 
certain days must be punctual or else the 
policy holder will lose his policy. To 
ensure the safety of the policy in the pos¬ 
session of his family, the insured person 
must take more care "of himself and avoid 
unnecessary risks of life and also suicide. 

A dividend is an interest which is paid 
annually or semi-annually to the policy¬ 
holder. In several life insurance offices, 
yearly dividends, more or less in amount, 
lessen the premium. For instance, one 
pays fifty dollars in the first year of his 
insurance, and in the next year his pre¬ 
mium will be at least 45 dollars. And 
so it goes down in succeeding years, doubt¬ 
less much to his delight. Such is the 
method which, recently brought in to 
supersede the old and exceedingly defec¬ 
tive oue, has given general satisfaction to , 
the policy-holders of the Knickerbocker 
Life Insurance Office in New York City, 
nateTy seen red \nyinsi If; Jic^Vi tiVfi i 
instrumentality of a personal friend who 
was its principal agent at that time. 

With the view of ascertaining wheth¬ 
er the old prejudices were atill held by 
the life insurance companies against deaf- 
mutes, I wrote last week a letter to qne. 
of its chief officers, proposing the follow¬ 
ing questions : Are all the life insurance 
offices accessible to deafunutes as they 
are to those who enjoy the sense of hear¬ 
ing ? If they are not, for what reasons'! 
If the chief reason is the deafness and 
dumbness of those unfortunate beings, 
which are asserted to shorten their life, 
the assertion is fatally erroneous, for, in 
fact, most of them are long-lived and pos¬ 
sess healthy constitutions and minds. 

In case the Knickerbocker Life Insur¬ 
ance is open to all mutes, shall I tell 
them to apply thereto for their policies 
at the game rates as are required of hear¬ 
ing applicants 1 

If you answer in the affirmative, will 
you kindly give them instructions as to 
how their policies can be had, I mean 
those of mutes resident in distant parts ( 
of the Union j how they can be medical¬ 
ly examined ; how their moneys can be 
forwarded to the Company ? Will you 
also furnish me with the rates for healthy 
applicants and those for sickly ones, and 
give me an explicit explanation of the 
dividend which annually reduces the pre¬ 
miums, and all other thing necessary to 
be learned ? 

To these questions a# answer is given 
in a letter, received to day from the gen¬ 
tleman : 

“Dear Sir : Your favor of 16th came 
duly to hand; to give you a reply prop¬ 
erly, the matter was laid befoi* the man¬ 
aging officers of the Co. The President 
being absent a dayor twpcaused thedelay 
in my giving reply. The Company de¬ 
cline as a rule to write on deaf-mutes. 
And as far as I am aware the other lead¬ 
ing companies decline also. 

The only objection raised is the possi¬ 
bility of accidental injury arising from 
want of hearing.

But he, calling on me in person this 
evening, requested me to go to the of¬ 
fice at my earliest convenience, bringing 
with me such statistics relative to the 
longevity of mutes as might be in my 
possession, and hold a more lengthy conver¬ 
sation with the President and Vice-Pros- 
ident about the mooted question. I con¬ 
sented to the proposition.

We wish we had had an opportunity to 
present them before the convention,on the 
first or second day as they might have 
elicited a full digestion of the matter and 
brought it to a final conclusion as to 
whether it is practicable for mutes to 
form such an exclusive life insurance 
league of their own or not. 

REPORTS. 

My Friends :—At the Albany Con¬ 
vention in 1871, a committee, consisting 
of Rev. Dr. Gallaudet, Messrs. Rider, 
Angus, Johnson and myself, was appoint¬ 
ed to prepare and report a paper at the 
Convention in Rochester this year, treat¬ 
ing of the best mode of life insurance 
for the deaf-mute community. Being a 
member, I present my views, presuming 
that all my colleagues will agree with 
me in them, and may be able to arrive at 
a satisfactory conclusion. 

The subject of life insurance is of 
great importance and always demands 
much thought. Various modes of insur¬ 
ing life hare been tried; since they have 
not been found satisfactory it becomes 
necessary to devise and test new ones, 
hence our hesitation to give you definite 
advice as to your adopting any of the 
best modes now in operation. But we 
shall endeavor to explain the two modes 
which we consider the best, that you may 
be able to adopt either, should you desire 
to do so. 

The Episcopal clergymen have not 
long since devised an ingenious mode of 
insuring their lives for the benefit c f 
their families at a surprisingly small ex¬ 
pense. It is as follows :—An association 
of one thousand clerical members is or¬ 
ganized with appropriate by-laws, and 
upon the death of any one of its mem¬ 
bers all the members are called upon to 
give two dollars each to his widow or 
heirs, the whole contributions amounting
